The 12th Annual General Meeting of the Australian 
Entomological Society will be held in Queensland in May, 
1981. The conference venue is to be the Wayamba Holiday 
and Convention Centre at Alexandra Headland on the popular 
Sunshine Coast 100 km north of Brisbane. It is scheduled 
for a 3 day period (Friday, 8th May - Sunday, 10th May) 
immediately prior to the 1981 ANZAAS Conference which 
takes place at the University of Queensland in Brisbane 
during the week of 11th - 17th May. 


The programme will commence at midday on the Friday 
and will terminate after lunch on the Sunday. It will 
include a welcoming function hosted by the Entomological 
society of Queensland, a formal Society Dinner, the Annual 
General Meeting, a Presidential Address by Dr. I.F.B. Common, 
entomological displays, a full programme of six scientific 
sessions, and will terminate with a barbecue lunch in a 
rainforest area where collecting is permitted. 


Part of the scientific programme will be devoted to a 
major symposium on "Perspectives on Entomology in the Tropics" 
and the remainder will consist of contributed papers arranged, 
where possible, into thematic groups. 


The Sunshine Coast is serviced by direct flights from 
Sydney to Maroochydore airport which arrive Friday morning 
and return Sunday afternoon. A bus will be chartered to 
carry interstate delegates who wish to return to Brisbane 
for the ANZAAS meeting. 


The organizing committee estimate that total costs for 
the weekend, exclusive of travel, but including shared 
accommodation, all meals and Registration will be about $80.

VICTORIA: 
Plant Research Institute 


In October, we farewelled John Webster who was retiring 
from the Department of Agriculture after many years service 
in the Goulburn Valley. John was based at the Irrigation 
Research Institute, Tatura, where he worked mainly on insect 
and mite pests of pome and stone fruits. We wish John a 
long and fruitful retirement. 


Also in October, we farewelled Norman Morgan who was 
returning to the U.K., via New Zealand, after spending a 
most stimulating twelve months as Visiting Scientist at 
P.R.I. Norman really “spread the gospel" about his work on 
pesticide application techniques. In Australia, he spoke 
about his work on 26 occasions and while "recuperating" in 
New Zealand for a month he delivered a further 17 lectures 
and 6 seminars!

The New South Wales Department of. Agriculture hosted the 
fourth "Integrated Pest Control Workshop" concerned with 
deciduous fruit pests. It was held at the Yanco Agricultural 
Research Centre on 27th -— 28th August and was convened by 
resident Entomologist Edwin Jones. Ten entomologists working 
on deciduous fruit pests in South Australia, Victoria, 

New South Wales and C.S.1I.R.0. attended. Special guest was 
Dr. Harold Madsen, Summerland Research Station, British 
Columbia, Canada. 
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Dr. Madsen is visiting Australia on a "transfer of work" 
agreement between the Canada and New South Wales Departments 
of Agriculture and the C.S.I.R.0. Division of Entomology. 

He arrived in Sydney in mid-August from the International 
Congress of Entomology, spent a week at Canberra with 

Dr. George Rothschild and then travelled to Yanco for the 
I.P.C. Workshop. He is now located at the Agricultural 
Research and Veterinary Centre, Orange, working with Graham 
Thwaite and George Rothschild on the use of sex pheromone 
traps for monitoring codling moth and oriental fruit moth. 
Harold expects to be in Australia for a total of ten months.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 


Graham Hall, C.S.I.R.O. Division of Entomology, visited 
the Dung Beetle Research Institute in Pretoria in August for 
one week to inspect mite and beetle rearing facilities. 


John Scott, ex University of Western Australia, is in the 
process of finalising his PhD thesis which is on seed predators 
of Banksia's in the south-west of the State. John has now 
been appointed by the Entomology Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture to work on biological control of weeds. 
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Dr. R. Hart, the co-ordinator of blowfly studies from 
the Australian Wool Corporation recently visited the 
Department of Agriculture to talk to Nick Monzu and his 
team about their blowfly studies. The blowfly work has now 
been funded for a further three years and new work will be 
directed toward developing an early warning system for 
indicating the need for control. Nick recently presented 
@ paper on chemical control of blowflies at the Australian 
society of Animal Production conference held at the 
University of Western Australia. 


The Department of Agriculture's sterile male release 
programme evaluation for the mediterranean fruit fly is 
progressing well.

PAPUA NEW GUINEA; 


The entomologists presently employed in Papua New Guinea 
gathered at Highlands Agriculture College to attend the 
D.P.I. Entomology Section Meeting from 22nd - 29th September. 
Current research work was reviewed and a number of resolutions 
were drawn up. Foremost of these is the development and 
promotion of the pesticide legislation from its present draft 
status to an operational act. Also proposed is the establishment 
of a multidisciplinary research team to work on traditional 
and subsistance food crops. It is suggested that this team 
be led by a person with knowledge in the field of plant breeding 
with the aim of establishing varieties which are resistant to 
the major pests. It is envisaged that the plant pathologists 
will be involved alongside the entomologists in this research. 
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Jan Greve is presently in Australia to attend the SCA 
Entomology Committee Meeting after which he will attend a 
meeting on stored products. D.P.I. Konedobu has just 
installed its replacement taxonomist in the form of 
Dr. John Ismay who specialises in the Chloropidae. A recent 
visitor to the section was Dick Vane-Wright from the Blue 
Mountains. Dick has been collecting live danaids and 
observing the responses of butterflies to visual attractants 
during his field work at Bulolo and Goroka. 


Paul Hudson attended the 16th International Congress of 
Entomology in Kyoto after which he visited St. Marianna 
University for discussions with Prof. Kanda on the cytological 
project for the Anopheles punctulatus complex which is now 
under way. Paul then attended the ist Regional Training 
Course on Vector Genetics. This course was sponsored jointly 
by WHO and SEANEO Tropical Medicine and was held at the 
School of Tropical Medicine, Mahidol University in Bangkok. 


On 15th December Ted Fenner "goes finish". He will be 
on his way to Darwin to take up the position of Scientific 
Officer for Plant Quarantine in D.A.S. All of us here wish 
Ted the very best for his new life in the wild north and hope 
that he will visit Papua New Guinea from time to time as the 
butterflies dictate.

NEWS FROM AFFILIATED SOCIETIES 


Entomology Section, Royal Zoological Society of New South Wales 


The August meeting was addressed by Arthur Woods, of the 
University of New South Wales. He spoke on Alien Insects, 
in relation to the Australian environment and pointed out that 
a large proportion of Australia's commonest animals, plants 
and micro-organisms are exotic species that man has introduced, 
accidentally or intentionally, since the European colonisation 
in 1788. 
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Generally, successful introduced species are those that 
can survive in disturbed environments and few natural habitats 
have been invaded by alien organisms. The genetics of the 
source population is important in determining if a founder 
population will survive. Samples from large source 
populations are likely to contain a large genetic load so 
that inbreeding in the early days of the new colony will 
lead to the elimination of many deleterious genes. Ultimately 
the evolution of the founder population will differe from 
that of the parent. However most invaders do not survive 
and the colonies disappear, often without even being seen by 
biologists. 


It has been reported that Sirex noctilio has been recorded 
from radiata pine trees near the Hume Weir and other places 
in southern New South Wales. 


The November meeting was addressed by Mr. Ian Mahood, 
of the National Parks and Wildlife Service, who spoke on 
Proposed Legislation to Protect Certain Species of Insects. 
The substance of the address was given by Mr. Mahood in an 
article in the A.E.S. News Bulletin, Volume 16, part 3, 
August 1980, pp. 106-107. 


In the discussion following the lecture, speakers 
expressed doubt as to the real need for legislation based on 
the "protection" of designated species, especially as there 
had already been examples of unsuitable legislation elsewhere, 
based on this concept. However if the Service chooses to 
promulgate legislation, the wrong approach was being made by 
designating particular species as being "protected". As the 
survival of all life was dependent on the preservation of the 
habitat, the only really successful conservation of insects 
would have to be based on continued preservation of this 
habitat. The meeting was obviously unanimous in this view. 
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It was clear also, that there was insufficient information 
available on most insects to decide what merits they had 
and what would be the best way to attend to their conservation. 
For example one could doubt if there was sufficient information 
available on the ten insects in the list of proposed 
"protected" species to be able to decide on habitat 
conservation and the need of the various species for this 
type of action. A re-examination of this list in detail 
would be well worthwhile. To be satisfactory this should 
be done by a committee of people with considerable knowledge 
of taxonomy and ecology with access to information in other 
relevant fields. This committee should also set up guidelines 
to which all "protected" species should conform. 


If it were decided to go ahead with a list of such species 
it should be subject to revision and amendment as additional 
data are acquired. Any proposed additions to the list should 
also be subject to rigorous investigation by the expert committee. 


As a result of the discussion the following motions were 
passed unanimously: 


1. That the Entomology Section of the Royal Zoological 
society of New South Wales acknowledges the concern 
of the National Parks and Wildlife Service for the 
preservation of the insect fauna of this State, but 
does not consider that this end will be achieved by 
prohibiting the collection of certain named species 
of insects. 


This section believes that the most effective way of 
preserving selected insect fauna is to protect the 
habitat of that fauna and encourages the Service to 
that end. 


2. That the species on the list be reviewed and a 
decision on their suitability for "protection" 
assessed by an advisory panel consisting of persons 
having special competence in taxonomy and ecology, 
with access to information on botanical, geological 
and other appropriate fields. Guidelines for the 
inclusion of species should be set out by the 
advisory panel.

4. That the addition of further species to the list 
be carefully investigated by the advisory panel 
before any action is taken. 


Although the meeting was not in complete accord with the 
approach to the problem made by the NPWLS, it appreciated 
the gesture made by that body in giving information on its 
proposed action. Its obvious willingness to consider the 
views of entomologists on a subject so important to all 
associated with entomology was considered praiseworthy.

The 12th Annual General Meeting and Scientific Conference of the Australian Entomolo- 
gical Society will be held in conjunction with the 5ist ANZAAS Congress in Queensland in 
May, 1981. It 1s scheduled for a 3 day period (Friday, May 8th - fits a May 10th) 
immediately prior to the ANZAAS Congress which takes place in Brisbane during the week of 
May 11-17, 1981. Members are cordially invited to attend, This invitation extends to 
members of the following affiliated societies, Entomological Society of Queensland, — 
Entomological Society of Victoria, Entomological Society of N.S.W. and the Royal Zoological 
Society of N.S.W. Non members may apply to attend for a smal] surcharge. Enrolments should 
be returned by February 28, 1981. 


Venue 


In keeping with the successful past pattern of hosting AGMs outside the capital city, 
the Wayamba Holiday and Convention Centre, Wirraway Street, Alexandra Headland, has been 
chosen as the 1981 venue. This is in the heart of the Sunshine Coast, about 100 km north 
of Brisbane. Lying in a diverse coastal setting of sandy heaths and wallum, the area's 
immediate hinterland includes Nambour's plantations of tropical fruits and the rainforests 
of the Blackall Ranges.

Since Brisbane 1s 
the northernmost centre for Soclety meetings Tt seems apt to pRoces as our 1981 theme a 
review of entomological aspects peculiar to the tropics of Australia and New Guinea, The 


symposium will take the form of a session of four Invited papers on broader aspects followed 
by one or two sessions of contributed papers relevant to the overall theme. 


The remaining 3-4 scientific sessions wil) comprise contributed papers on any topic 
of entomology. These will be arranged into thematic groups where possible. A call 1s

Displays may take the form of simple poster displays 
illustrating research topics or may include objects such as specimens, apparatus. portable 
audio-visual programmes, etc. Displays will be open throughout the Conference but one or 
two short periods will be scheduled when contributors will attend their displays to answer 
questions. Display applications should be made on the accompanying form and should be

Accommodation Details 


In selecting the Conference Venue the Organising Committee has tried to cater for a 
range of budgets. The Wayamba Convention Centre provides quality accommodation and all 
meals on request. It is estimated that total costs for the Conference weekend, exclusive 
of travel, but including shared accommodation, al] meals at Wayamba (including Annual 
Dinner and Sunday barbecue) plus Registration Fee should be about $80. However, since 
all units at Wayamba have self-contained cooking facilities, bookings for delegates will 
be made on the basis of room only. Delegates may then elect to have meals in the Wayamba 
restaurant (breakfast, $3.50; Tunch, $6.00; dinner, a la carte), or may economise by
